With the impending railroad strike 
apparently only a m atter of hours 
distant, Rushville faces one of the 
most critical situations 
in the his­ 
tory of the city. 
The strike will af- 
fect every line of business activity 
in the city; 
forcing 
factories 
to 
close; eventually 
resulting 
in food 
shortage and bringing 
untold su f­ 
fering to the laboring elass of peo­ 
ple. 


The railroads entering 
Rushville 
were today taking steps 
to protect 
their property 
and 
things 
moved 
along with a decision 
whieh indic­ 
ated that the railroads 
themselves 
believed the strike 
inevitable. 
The 
ennsylvania railroad and the Lake 
Erie, two of the first roads to be af- 
fected by the strike order, have ap­ 
pealed to Sheriff Oavitt, asking that 
deputy sheriffs 
be 
appointed 
to 
protect their property. 


The strike, 
if it comes, 
will he 
progressive in nature, taking differ­ 
ent rail systems in turn. 
Under the 
order the Big Four 
lines 
are the 
first included. 
The 
strike 
would 
reach the Pennsylvania line by Mon­ 
day night and it was estimated that 
the strike would hit the C. T. & W. 
not later than Wednesday. 
M bile no" violence is expected here 
the 
railroads 
nevertheless 
desire 
their property protected aud Sheriff 
Oavitt will comply with 
their 
re­ 
quest and appoint 
a number of de­ 
puty sheriffs to look after the pro­ 
perty. 
The railway companies have 
agreed to pay the expenses of the 
deputy sheriffs. 


The Tnnis-Pearee factory, one of 
the leading industries 
of 
the city, 
was forced 
to lay off the shipping 
force last 
night and 
should 
the 
strike come 
would 
he 
forced 
to 
close down not later than next Wed­ 
nesday. The reason for this is plain. 
With a strike on the factory would 
have no outlet for 
its product and 
the storage space of finished furni­ 
ture would soon J>e used up. 
On the 
other hand the factory would have 
no way of getting material and the 
shutdown would he absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
Other factories are situated 
in a like position. 


Many people have been laying 
in 
supplies of groceries 
all week and 
today the grocery stores were rush­ 
ed. 
Naturally 
the 
poorer class of 
people could not do this and if the 
strike comes the suffering will he the 
worst ever endured by this eitv. The 
grocery store 
owners 
have 
large 
stocks on hand, but estimate that in 
case of a strike the people of the 
city will be living on canned goods 
inside of two weeks. 


Supplies of sugar, coffee and oth­ 
er staple articles 
are 
not 
large. 
This is due 
to the 
fpet 
that the 
merchants cannot 
afford 
to 
buy 
these in large quantities 
owing to 
the fluctuating prices. Many people 
have refrained from buving believ- 
0«atlmu4 m Pa** «. 


That the people o f Indiana should

I congratulate 
you of this community

early and auspicious step whieh you 
are taking to establish here a New 
Constitution 
Forum 
whereby 
the 
best co-operative sense of all 
your 
people may be brought to bear upon 
the determination of all our import­ 
ant 
constitutional 
subjects. 
The 
fact that such Forums arc now be­ 
ing established in every county and 
community in the state cannot but 
have 
an overwhelming 
influence in 
determining what ‘our New Constitu­ 
tion will mean.’ 


“Without arrogating to myself the 
gift of prophecy, Î feel justified in 
saying that this new awakening of 
our people, the calling of a Consti­ 
tutional Convention and the provis­ 
ion that the women of Indiana may 
vote for delegates 
to that Conven­ 
tion and may also

upon the 
»adoption or rejection of the revised 
constitution and 
separate 
propos­ 
als submitted there with 
marks the 
beginning of a new civic and poli­ 
tical epoch in Indiana.

The history of nine out of ten 
stockholding creameries is fail­ 
ure, but who ever heard of a 
creamery run by an individual 
to 
fail? 
Home 
industries 
should be supported by home 
folks, so long as an honest pol­ 
icy governs it. 
I am getting 
cream 70 miles away, from my 
relatives and friends. 
If they 
who know me, can trust me, 
why can’t you? Give us a trial 
and we will not disappoint you. 
With your cream we can suc­ 
ceed and you will not lose by 
giving us your support.

ates his pushing personality. 


His first move is to 
spread 
the 
news. 
He finds this or that line in 
his store where he got unusual val­ 
ues, or something he wants to turn 
into cash. 
He realizes that the pub­ 
lic will never know what he can do 
for them unless he takes some pains 
and goes to some expense to inform 
them. 
By persistent advertising he 
gives the public the news 
of 
his 
store. 
Pretty soon the impression is 
spread abroad that it is 
a 
store 
where there is “something doing.” 
The American people have littl; 
use for inactivity.' They care little 
for the business man who sits down 
and waits for opportunity to knock 
and business to come. 
They will go 
out of their way to trade with a man 
who seeks their 
trade 
and 
shows 
some spirit of push. 


The one way to convey this 
im­ 
pression is of course 
to 
advertise. 
Circulars don’t give it to any large 
extent, as they are sa apt ,to

thrown away unread.

periods, whereas the constitution or 
fundamental law 
as defined by Ja­ 
meson 
“is the work 
of a Convention, 
a special and extraordinary as­ 
sembly, convening at no regu­ 
larly 
recurring 
periods 
but 
whenever the harvest 
of con­ 
stitution 
reforms has 
become 
ripe.” 
"We may be able to interpret the 
difference 
between 
statutory 
and 
constitutional 
law 
by considering 
the history of our own 
state.

have had in Indiana 70 sessions of 
the

Legislature, whereas 
in

and simple document of about 10,000 
words which has remained substan­ 
tially unchanged for 65 years.
